Whatever explanations surface, 
the truth is simply this: Bobby Hurley 
is not the answer to the Kings’ 
prayers 

He alone cannot hurdle the ob- 
stacles that the Kings need to over- 
come 

He can’t rebound, he can’t domi- 
nate in the low post and most impor- 
tantly, he can’t draft or trade for a 
good supporting cast. 

It's true that the Kings are Starting 
to acquire, and actually hold on to, 
some decent players. 

As of right now, they definitely 
came out on top with the Mitch Rich- 
mond-Billy Owens trade. Mitch has 
been a consistent scorer for them 
when he’s been healthy. 

For the Kings, however, one, or 
two, or even three, players is not 
going to be enough. They need the 
chemistry. The same chemistry that 
got the Golden State Warriors into 
the second round of the playoffs after 
beating a much bigger San Antonio 
team. 

But for now the tension will con 
tinue to grow, the doubts will con- 
unue to mount and the losses will 
continue to accumulate 

To be sure, some of the blame will 
fall on the young shoulders of Bobby 
Hurley Jr.—of that there can be no 
doubt. 

In reality, though, the problem 
that continues to fester for the Kings, 
and for Hurley, is much bigger than 
either of them, 

The only answer, for either party, 
iS to realize that the former Blue 
Devil is definitely not the angel that 
Sacramento was hoping for.

Sacramento's opponents have a winning per- 
centage of .606 combined with Army sporting the 
best record at 22-9.

For prospective car buyers and sell 
ers alike who look forward to visiting a 
used car lot with the same uneasiness 
as live bait floating into shark-infested 
waters, there is an “intelligent” and 
“more comfortable” alternative at the 
Public Auto Expo. 

Owners Scott Smith and Dave Avina 
are helping the Sacramento area’s car 
consumers pnvately buy and sell their 
used vehicles in a rather unexpected 
fashion—free of the stress and hassle 
from ravenous consignment dealers and 
salespeople 

“No Salespeople — No Commis 
sions,” reads the enuicing sign in front 
of their lot, a clean, secure parcel on the 
north end of Fulton Avenue's ‘auto 
row.” And the owners’ promise holds 
true. 

Smith, 30, and Avina, 31 (and the 
night ume secunty guard), are in fact 
the only directemployees in their unique 
business — the only such venture cur 
rently in Sacramento 

“It’s a really convenient thing,” 
Avina said. “Anybody who comes on 
to the lot really likes the fact that there's 
nO pressure.” 

The only signs of sales pressure 
emanate from the “For Sale By Owner” 
cards mounted inside the car windows, 
like the red 1985 Nissan 300ZX, adver- 
using, “Regular maintenance...Garage 
kept...Excellent price.” 

And the calling card inside a green 
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‘restaurants in the building as they 
wish. 
“There is ao place in town with

go 10 as many of the nightclubs and 


Mustang converuble goes nght for the 
emouonal kill: “FAST! FUN!” 

Avina said the details on the sale 
signs answer about 90 percent of the 
buyers’ quesuons. Any other queries 
can be answered when the prospective 
buyers themselves contact the owners. 

And the venture is dDeginning to 
grow into a slicce’. Their 130-space 
car lot is usually about half-full now— 
a far cry from the three autos the part- 
ners started with on their May 21 open- 
ing. 

Since then, the duo has helped sell 
112, or 51 percent, of the cars brought 
to the Public Auto Expo. As business 
has improved, they said, they now av- 
erage one sale each day 

Avina said many of the cars on the 
lot now are of the “harder to sell” 
vanety , because of high mileage or the 
Car is a less popular model. 

Yet the lot’s visibility helps these 
Cars sell, too. 

The sales have ranged from a 1966 
Mustang that went for $710 to 1970 
Plymouth Superbird that netted the 
owner $21,000 after two years on the 
sales block — but only five weeks at 
the Public Auto Expo. 

Smith and Avina provide three ba- 
sic Sales plans, bui even the most ex- 
pensive seems reasonable—$199 for 
60 days of display time, security for the 
car and a weekly wash, and a $100 
refund if it does not sell. For an addi- 
tional $150, a car can be included in 
two weeks of commercial ume on 
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KTXL Channel 40. 

The partners additionally provide 
Kelly Blue Book appraisals and can 
give advice on buying and selling the 
Cars on their lot. 

As far as advise on selling the car, 
Smith stressed bringing it in very clean 

“Have the car clean like its fever 
beer used before,” Smith’ said. “You 
want to take your identity completely 
out of it 

“Think of every hinge, every open- 
ing, even the trunk. It’s absolutely 
amazing what the impact will be to the 
person looking at the car.” 

When it comes to the buying and 
selling, Smith and Avina insist the final 
decisions are not up to them. 

“We provide them with as much 
information as we can,” Smith said, 
“but they determine their own dollar 
amounts. We don't set them for them.” 

Such a self-service operation makes 
the standard consignment operations 
pale in comparison, where, the partners 
said, salespeople may charge a hefty 10 
percent sales commission and might 
steer buyers toward the more lucrative 
stock. 

Smith said while their customers 
cover all demographics, the Public Auto 
Expo gets a lot of business from senior 
citizens and students. 

He cites the business’ convenient 
location and different types of afford- 
able cars on the lot for the business 
from students and even from the stu- 
dents’ parents. 


“We get parents looking for an af 
fordable car for their coliege student,” 
he said. “When the fail semester first 
Started, we had a lot of that kind of 
activity.” 

The two owners were credited with 
improving the area by Daniel Orey, a 
professor of mathematics education al 
Sacramento State. 

“That street looked like hell,” said 
Orey, who sold his Volkswagen Fox at 
the lot. “They did a really nice job 
Cleaning their lot, and it caused every- 
one around them to paint and clean out 
all the weeds and stuff like that.” 

Now that the Public Auto Expo 1s 
becoming a success, Smith and Avina 
are looking into franchising their busi- 
ness. Initially, the two plan theur first 
franchise to start in Concord, probably 
Next spring 

They are not soliciting the idea yet, 
but the two Chico State business gradu- 
ates have received inquines about fran- 
chises in Orange County and even 
Houston, Michigan and Flonda 

“Thai's one of the things that at- 
tracted us to the business,” Smith ad 
mitted. ““The Sacramento location is a 
sincere business, but you can also make 
money off of it through franchising.” 

Avina added that their first concern 
is making the present location very 
successful before going further 

“You always need one good model 
before you can franchise,” he said 

If that is true, Smith and Avino may 
have many franchises quite soon
